WASHINGTON, May 16.—An order 


posted this morning and signed by Sec- 
retary L.oug relative to the publication 
of newt) emanating from the navy de- 
partment had the effect today of con- 
siderably, curtailing the supply o f i n - 
f ornmt Ion tht heretofore has 
been 


rather freely given out. 


Tlio Secretary's order was directly 


to Captain Crowiilnshleld, chief of the 
navigation bureau, and he In turn gave 
It out by making an order In his own 
iiuine that no person connected with 
his bureau In any capacity should 
have any communication whatever on 
subjects In any way pertaining to the 
navy with representatives of the press. 
It -watt also ordered that bulletins of 
such facts as have actually occurred 
and arc proper for publication and arc 
not connected with existing or pro- 
jected movements shall be 
prepared 


nul posted on the bulletin board. The 
sum total of the Information published 
by the bulletin board today,under this 
rule, waa a notice of the intention to 
start the proponed relief cxpedition.and 
of the permission given to some for 
elgn neutral vessels to pass the block- 
ade at Havana. 


PLANS GIVEN AWAY. 


In explanation of the Issuance of 


tlila order the naval authorities say 
that some leading American' newspa- 
pers have been so far lacking in pa- 
triotism as to print plans of campaign 
and projected movements of naval 
ships, with the result that the war de- 
partment has been obliged to com- 
pletely revise Its plan, in the knowl- 
edge that the Spanish had promptly 
taken notice of the publication and 
wore prepared to profit by them. Com- 
plaint was made to Secretary 
Long 


that the newspapers were working in- 
jury to the government in such cases. 
It is not the purpose of the Secretary 
to prevent the press having any Infor; 
mat ion that Is not calculated to cause 
a mlsearlage of the plans of the depart- 
ment, but It remains to be seen wheth- 
er the navy officers to whom the order 
has been directed will not, by their 
Ironclad Interpretation of It, 
bring 


about a modification In the Interest Of 
liberality. 


BLOCKADE OPENED. 


The opening of the blockade at Ha- 


vana to certain vessels Is a rather curi- 
ous proceeding that may lead to a 
very considerable widening of 
the 


blockade itself, so that In the end neu- 
tral vessels not loaded with contra- 
band or supplies, the carrying of which 
Into Havana would interfere with the 
naval and military operations, may be 
allowed to enter. The statement that 
the navy department still hopes to 
make an exchange of prisoners at an 
early date shows that the mission of 
the Uncos was by no means a com- 
plete failure, as has been stated. 


AMMUNITION SHORT, 


Intimations have been received here 


that Captain General Blanco at Ha- 
vana is very short of ammunition, in 
which cose the powerful batteries at 
the entrance of Havana harbor of 
course would be deprived of a large 
part of their defensive strength. This 
state of affairs may lead to some des- 
perate attempts at blockade running on 
the part of the Spaniards in the hopes 
of getting more ammunition to Ha- 
vana. It is believed that the supplies so 
frequently referred to as being on the 
Spanish flying squadron were of this 
character, rather than food 
supplies, 


which makes It all the more Important 
that Sampson and Schley should suc- 
ceed In keeping Admiral Cervera from 
reaching Havana from Cienfuegos, or 
any port in Cuba connected with Ha- 
vana by rail.

•elocity, at 1945 feet per second; the 
shot penetrated only 12 inches without 
cracking the plate, the very last piece 
to be delivered under the existing con< 
tract and which Is Intended for the 
Kentucky.

MERRITT'S 
ULTIMATUM. 


He Does Not Want to Take Out 


Undisciplined Troops. 


NEW YORK, May 16.—The Tribune 


.omorrow will saw: 
Major-General 


Wesley Merritt may not go to the Phll- 
pplnes In command of the troops to be 
sent to the assistance of Rear-Admir- 
al Dewey. 


In an interview iast night General 


Merritt said: 


"X may not go to the Philippines at 


all. 
It IB proposed to give me 15,000 


men, only 1000 of them regulars and 
he rest volunteers, and those from the 
Northwest who have had little oppor- 
tunity for training or discipline. 
"I have asked the department for at 


least 4000 regular troops, for I believe 
Lhcy will be required. 
There will be 


no opportunity to train the volunteer 
forces before they start or after they 
get to Manila.' I want enough disci- 
plined troops RO that the whole body 
will be as effective as possible." 


"Are you going to Washington to see 
tmut thin matter?" 
"No. 
I am sending an officer. 
I 


had a conversation with Dr. Burns of 
Atlanta, who Is familiar with the Phil- 
pplncs and he came on to see me, and 
ie and Col. Hughes will go to Wash- 
ngton together. 
The only way I could 


get more regular troops would be to 
lake them from the army now in Flor- 
ida for Cuban Invasion. 


"But I feel that I do not want to 


go on this expedition unless I have 
in entirely adequate force 
and at 


least five regiments of regular troops. 
The department promises to send on 
men, but history and experience show 
that in such expeditions all depends up- 
on the first force sent. 


"How can the Charleston start if 


there are no men ready? 
General Otis 


may be willing to go on without four 
more regiments of regular troops and 
take only 1000 trained men with 14,000 
undisciplined ones, but I am not. 
X do 


not propose to go without a force that 
is suitable to my rank. 
I shall stay 


right here if I do not go to the Philip- 
pines. 
I do not expect anything will 


be done in tho matter until it Is cer- 
tain what I am to have for the purpose 
of the expedition."

Judge Campbell. 


Thirteen Proved an 


lucky Number.

With Only Thirteen Points to Go 


the Police Judge Threw Up 


His Hand. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 16.—Police 


Judge James A. Campbell died sudden- 
ly shortly before 9 o'clock this evening 
from a stroke of apoplexy. 


The circumstances of his death were 


strange. 
A joint meeting of the board 


of directors and the picnic committee 
of the Society of Old Friends was call 
ed to meet at the Sausallto House, 110 
Ellis street, tonight and Judge Camp- 
belt, as president of the society, at- 
tended the meeting. 
When he arrived 


at the house shortly after S o'clock 
there were a number of the committee 
not present, and those who had ar- 
rived were playing a game of cards 
while awaiting their arrival. 


J. E. Sllnkey, the proprietor of the 


place In which the meeting was held, 
and also the secretary oC the Society 
of Old Friends, was playing In 
the 


game, and when the judge came In he 
asked him to take his place. 
Judge 


Campbell sat down to tho game and 


•hen he picked up his hand asked how 
miiy points lie had to gu. One of the 


players told him that he needed thlr-' 
teen. 
The judge In his jolly way re- 


marked: 


"Thirteen! Well, that It) an unlucky 
lumber." 
The game went on and Judge Camp- 


bell was the first to play out his hand. 
He rose from the table and complained 
of [lalns In his left shoulder, and 
left the room. One of the party fol- 
lowed him into the hallway, and, find- 
ing that he wan 111, and that the heart 
action was very weak, and as the judge 
scorned to be growing weaker rapidly, 
he had him taken to * private room, 
The judge seemed to realize that he was 
In a serious condition, for white he waa 
being put to bed ho said to the crowd 
of alarmed 
friends who surrounded 


him, "I believe I am going to die." 
While awaiting the arrival of physi- 
cians the sick man was rubbed by the 
men In tho room In order to keep up the 
circulation. 
Drs. Noble and Wtlcox 


were called In, but In spite of their ef- 
forts'the judge died at 8:40 o'clock, ten 
minutes after he first complained of be- 
ing 111. 
The doctors In attendance agreed that 


the cause of death was apoplexy. 


The judge was engaged all this after- 


noon trying a cose of assault to mur- 
der and seemed in the best of health up 
to the time the attack came on him. 
He was but forty-eight rears old, and 
strong and robust, and thought nothing 
of long rides on his wheel, of which he 


•as very fond. 
Judge Campbell was one of the best 


known men In San Francisco, 
He had 


been police judge for six years and was 
remarkably popular with the masses. 
In politics he was a Republican. '
